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L P. Tet6r then moved that we recommend the Bishop and Cabinet to 
divide the Conference into four districts. 

AV. F. Cowles moved to amend the motion by striking out four and in- 
serting six. • 

I. P. Teter then withdrew his motion. 

W. F. Cowles moved as a substitute for the original motion, that the 
■districts remain as they now are. 

On motion of Geo. Byrkit the whole subject was laid on the table.

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labor and capital only when the grasping spirit of the avaricious capi-

natural progress of societv, as well as to its harmonious working. 

Besolved, That as even savage man has never been found without a 
creed, a shrine and a God, so civilized man has also his religion, even 
though it be an inane and cheerless nihilism ; therefore we believe that 
the Bible, and the religion which it teaches, is the supreme law of this 
land, and neither one nor the other should be excluded from the public 
schools while their sanctions are not used for narrow and sectarian pur- 
poses ; and that, furthermore, we are in favor of putting an eternal qui- 
etus upon the vexed question of the division of the school funds by placing 
an amendment in the Constitution of the United States interdicting the 
alienation of these funds to sectarian uses. 

Besolved^ That in addition to moral suasion, we believe that the colos- 
sal evil of intemperance can be more surely and quickly destroyed if its 
importation, manufacture and sale be forbidden by the several States, and 
by the United States, and we will therefore use all honorable means to 
elevate only such men to power as sympathize with us in these view^s and 
aims. 

Besolved^ That we believe no .party nor policy can succeed in allaying 
sectional prejudice, ethnical animosities, and conflicting interests be- 
tween classes of men, and make of the whole one homogeneous and happy 
people, which will not ignore a petty scramble for office and place, and 
unite conscience with conciliation, universal suffrage with universal edu- 
cation, intellectual, moral and religious.

Fathers ami Brethren In presenting this twenty-third annual report, 
it affords me great ifieasure to be permitted to state that the University 
has enjoyed usual prosperity in all its departments. 

The number of students in attendance has been as large as the average 
in former years. 

Unusual harmony among students aud professors has prevailed, and in 
consequence of this there has been a year of marked progress of the stu- 
dents in their various branches. 

The Board of Trustees and Visitors at the September session last year, 
elected Rev. Dr. W. J. Spaulding as President of the University, and the 
result has fully verified the expectations of those who appointed him, in 
its prosperity aud government. 

As to the financial condition of the University, the Treasurer reports 
it about the same as at the last report, both in reference to the endow- 
ment and contingent funds. 
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ter, Americus V. Kendrick, Charles H. Montgomery, Henry F. Pugh, 
and on the 10th Henry E. Wing, were ordained Elders in the same church 
by the undersigned, E. R. Ames.

Your committee would earnestly recommend to the individual mem- 
bers of the Conference that they make special effort the coming year to 
procure students for the institution, and to aid, so far as they ^ssibly 
can, any one whom the Board of Trustees may appoint to solicit funds 
for it.

D.— GARRETT BIBLICAL INSTITUTE. 

The undersigned, the only nieniber of 'he Committee of Visitors 
appointed at the la.‘^t session of the Iowa Conference in attendance at 
the last Commencement of the Garrett Biblical Institute, begs leave 
to present the following report : 

The school is under the judicious management of an able and de- 
voted Faculty. The catalogue shows an attendance of 99 students, 
theological and special. The tr ining which the students receive is 
such as to contribute.Iargely to their success in the ministry. The re- 
ligious spirit is very marked. 

The great decrease in rents of property owned by the Institute, upon 
which its income cliiefly depends, made a deficit of about fifteen hun- 
dred dollars in the amount necessary to meet the current expenses, 
notwithstanding the large decrease in expenditures for salaries. To 
meet this special emergency for the coming year, growing out of the 
financial depression of the country, the Faculty of the 'Institute have 
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Good has ever radiated from specific centres. In all societies there is a 
central force, in all philosophies a central idea; in th^ religion of the 
Bible there is also a central and pervasive principle -t/ie love of God for 
a sinful world. Around this idea the Church has crystalized, and it is 
not only the nucleus of the Church of God, but her specific commission 
is to proclaim this truth until the whole earth shall be filled with its 
glory Never since the ascension of .Jesus Christ has there been such 
spiritual activity as at the present hour. Consecrated men and women 
are hurrying into every land and clime, to the uttermost parts of the 
earth, with Redemption’s story. The Bible has already been translated 
into the greater portion of the languages and dialects of the Babel- 
tongued earth. Tiie printing press groans under the many publications 
of iloly Scripture and religious works. Commerce, philosophy, art, lit- 
erature, steam and electricity are waiting to, or have already, become the 
consecrated Evangels of the Redeemer’s kingdom. We deeply deplore 
the individual lukewarmness and backsliding of men and churches. We 
mourn that our efforts, as one branch of the Church of Christ, have been 
so impotent and defective at many points ; that we have been so selfish 
Hiid narrow in relation to our benevolent enterprises, so short-sighted and 
negligent in relation to our edu(;ational work, and so inetticient in per- 
sonal work for the conversion of the world. We pledge ourselves for 
future etiiciency, to more persistent and systematic effort in every de- 
partment of cimrch life and laljor, to a more complete consecration, and 
t«T greater self-sacrifice and devotion to the cause of Christ. As a part 
of our duty to God and his truth, we will confidently expect that His 
Church shall right si>eedily “ look forth as the morning, fair as the moon, 
clear as the sun, ami terrible as an army with banners.” For ‘"Christ 
also loved the Church and gave himself for it, that he might sanctify and 
cleanse it with the wasiiing of' water by the Word, that he might present 
it to himself a glorious Church, not having spot, or wrinkle, or any sucli 
thing, but that it should be holy and without blemish.”

crime, and untold wretchedness to thousands of families ; ,

land, afising from tlie heterogeneous, character of our population from 
the conflict j of races,, and opinions at. war with a true economy) and a 
sound ^vernment ; therefore, ! ;|j i., .

Rescmed., That as labor is a primal law given to man by God, it is hon- 
orable in all, whether it be intellectual or manual, and is worthy of its re- 
ward according to its value to society ; that there is a conflict between 
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• VIII. FREEDMAN’S AID. 

We rejoice in the success attending the labors of the Freedman’s AiU 
Society of our Church. In the hundreds of souls converted to Christ, 
in the establishment of schools and colleges among them,— thus, by 
the church and school, bringing these people into a higher order of 
citizenship, * 

There are, however, several facts presenting themselves with refer- 
ence to the Freedman’s work to which we would do well to take heed : 

1. The colored people being natives of our own soil, whatever may 
be their moral or intellectual condition in the future, are destined to 
live and die in our midst. 

2. The degrading effects of two hundred years of bondage are still 
jiianifest in th? ignorance and superstition prevailing among them, 
rendering theiii highly susceptible to the approaches of evil as well as 
to the influence of good. 

3. In their conversion to Protestantism we may secure an agency of 
untold power, not only in the work at home, but in our efforts for the 
redemption of Africa, 

4. Though ix)ssessing a natural affinity for Protestantism, and by the 
efforts of the Protestant Church for theii* liberation belonging by right 
to us, yettliere are among them the agents of Romanism, laboring to 
secure them to their own church, and thus augment their own power 
as well as their influence at the ix)lls. So true is this that the neftt 
deca(ie must determine largely the relation of these people to Protest- 
antism, and also to our reiniblican institutions. 

These facts plainly re'«’^eal to us the vital relations which the Freed- 
man’s work sustains to the Church, and to the country at large. In 
this light we plainly discern our duty. It is manifest that while this 
work still retains the elements of charity and compassion toward a 
downtrodden people, it also involves the elevation of that people in 
piety and intelligence, and so far as the social and political influence 
of these })eople can be felt, it involves the preservation of our Church 
and national institutions, and fhe redemption of Africa, 

Let us then take this work more thoroughly home to our hearts. 
Our agents are in the field, seconderl bj’ a heroic band of teachers ana 
helpers. Let us heed their cry for help, and in our appeals during the 
coming year give to the cause of the Freedman no mean rank among 
our benevolences.

. I.— ministers. ! 

Rev. Eli H. Coddington was born in Champaign County, 111., July | 

1st, 1837, and died at his residence in Mount Pleasant, Iowa, July 30th, 

1877, aged 40 years and 29 dtys. 

In his boyhood his parents removed to Henry County, Iowa where, 
in his 19th year, at a camp-meeting on Salem Circuit, he became the 
subject of saving grace. Soon after his conversion he entered the 
Iowa Wesleyan University, where he was at the breaking out of the 
rebellion, and was among the first to respond to a call of the govern- 
itient. October, 1861, he enlisted in the 14th Iowa Infantry, At the 
battle of Fort Donelson, Feb. 13th, 1862, he lost his left arm, and with 
it the strength of his early manhood, for never after was he entirely 
free from pain. Thus disqualified for active service, he was discharged, 
and again entered college, feeling that he had canceled all claim 
against him in the nation’s struggle, and that he could now finish his 
college course as a needed preparation for future usefulness. But this 
quiet was soon given up in response to another call, aud he enlisted in 
the 45th Iowa Infantry, and was commissioned a Captain. ’ Serving 
his full lerm, he once more undertook the completion of his college 
course. Having already heard the voice of the Master calling him to 
the active work of the ministry, and feeling that intellectual culture 
‘was an almost indispensable auxiliary to the culture of grace, if he 
would show himself a workman that neeueth not to be ashamed, he 
determined to complete a classical course. This he did with credit to 
himself and the University. 1866 was to him memorable on account 
of three important events June 17 he graduated; September 20 he ' 

was admitted on trial into the Iowa Conference ; and December 24 he 
was married to Mrs. Belle Graham Fannihill, who, with all the devo- 
tion of a wife, shared with him the privations and trials of the itiner- 
ancy during his effective years, and then lovingly attended him to the 
margin of the river; and'now, with two interesting children, is prov- 
ing the divine promise, “ A father of the fatherless, and a judge of 
the widow, is God in His holy habitation.” The year before he gradu- 
ated he served as a supply on East Melrose Circuit. His appointments 
were: 1866-7, Troy Circuit ; 1868, Bloomfield Station; 1869, Henry 
street. Mount Pleasant; 1870-71 and 1872, Church street, Fairfield. 

Here he closed his effective ministry, sustaining a superannuated rela- 
tion to the close of life. 

He was methodical and intensely in earnest in all that he did. Such 
was his character as a student ; though twice interrupted through his \ 

noble patriotism, he was not to be defeated in the execution of his | 

plans. Nothing less than a thorough classical course could satisfy 
him. In his ministerial work these elements Tvere not less prominent. 
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queiitly become ix)liticians before they are Chrikians, besides learning 
the slang of the day and the details of murders, hangings, and other sen- 
sational themes. Others follow alter strange gods by patronizing the in- 
dependent religious press. Some plan should be adopted, first, to com- 
pete in price with the independent religious weeklies ; second, to over- 
come the pernicious influence of irreligious newspaper, either by securing 
their discontinuance in the family, orselectihgsuch as are moral in tone ; 
third, to turn the attention of our people to these truths, and encourage 
them to remain loyal to our noble l^k Concern. 

We therefore submit the following : 

Besolved^ That our Lesson Lem'es or Lesson Quarterly^ and Teachers'* 
Journal should be in every Sabbath School ; that the ^arterly Bevieic 
should be found on every pastor’s table ; that the Bepository should be 
taken by our reading people; and that one of Advocates should l>e 
read by every Meth^ist family. 

Besolved, That our preferences are in favor of the Central Christian 
Advocate^ our own Conference and home paper, and we heartily endorse 
the label's of Dr. Fry, by which the paix*r has taken rank among the 
leading publications of its class in the West.
